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EXPEDITION TO HOLLAND. 


The gallant General Moore is only wounded in the 
little finger, one-half of which he has loft. One of the 
Captains Nevill bas been ftrangely wounded ; a part of 
his ear has been taken away. ‘The other Captain Ne- 
vill is dangeroufly wounded, Lieutenant Simpfon, it 
is faid, is fince dead. Captain Halket’s jaw bone is 
terribly fhattered.. Five hundred ftand of arms were 
taken. The militia volunteers, who were moftly form- 
ed into particular battalions, behaved with extraordi- 
nary gallantry, confidering it was the firlt time of their 
being in aétion. In one inftance they actually repulfed 


the French grenadiers. 


Lady Bath is gone to Holland, with the amiable 
intention of attending her wounded hufband, Sir James 
Pulteney, but whofe rapid recovery, we are happy to 
hear, leaves no room for apprehenfion refpecting his 
fafety. Sir James was wounded by a ball under the arm. 
Alkmaer is not expedted to check, for any length of 
time, the progrefs of our troops: Admiral Mitchell 
will co-operate in the attack of Amfterdam, by affailing 
it from the fea. In the aétion of Tuefday laft, the 
gun boats are faid to have rendered effential fervice by 
annoying the flanks of the enemy. It was General 
Burtrard’s brigade which was oppofed to the French 
grenadiers. 

A Britith fquadron has failed for Helvoetfluys and 
the-mouth-of theMeufe, The Amethyit frigate, with 
the Duke of York on board, was going into the Texel, 
when the Circe, which brought the difpatches, left it. 

Since the aétion of the roth inft. in which the fupe- 
riority of the Britith was fo evidently fignalifed over 
the French grenadiers, the troops ,which embarked in 
the Downs, the Ruffian armaments, and his Royal 
Highnefs the Commander in Chief have arrived at the 
point of their deftination. A Britifh fquadron has alfo 
failed for Helvoctfluys, and the mouths of the Meufe. 
Thus is the attention of the enemy diftraéted and drawn 
to new points of danger, while our victorious army has 
received the molt formidable reinforcements. ‘The mo- 
ment therefore is arrived -for attacking in our turn the 
lines of the French and Dutch.
